Explosion of Powder Mills Near 

Oakland. 
San Francisco, March 4. 

A heavy explosion shook buildings 
in this city about five minutes before 
ten this morning. The Oakland of- 
fice reports that the Eureka Powder 
Mills, about six miles from Oakland, 
have blown up. 

SECOND DISPATCH. 

The Eureka Powder Works explo- 
sion occurred in the drying and cart- 
ridge room.
